against man" raised a breeze among tho dele- 
gates. Finally it was laid on the table.

trade and labor congress to bo held hwo in 
October nest, and a committee to attend tho 
approaching state convention in Peoria, 


Xbo convection 
adjourned to meet at 


Springfield on tho second Tuesday in Feb- 
ruary, 1SS5. 


It was resolved that in case both tho ap- 


proaching Republican and Democratic stato 
conventions should refuse to incorporate tho 
principles adopted by this convention in their 
platforms the labor convention should roos- 
Eemblo and put a labor ticket in tho field. 


Not Satisfied tvitli Arrangements. 
MONTREAL, March 29.—Tho agreement be- 


tween the Grand Trunk, Wabash, and Balti- 
more & Ohio railroads, whereby tho Grand 
Trunk secured western conuections inde- 
pendent of tho Michigan Central roads, and 
which took effect July 10 last, is likely to bo 
abrogated. Tho Grand Trunk claims that 
while it has been giving tho Short-Lino a 
largo amount of traffic, it has received but 
little iu return. 
Tho Chicago & Grand 


Trunk, which is virtually tho Grand Trunk 
proper, has also been complaining about the 
diversion of its trafllc to tho Short-Line 
route. Tho Grand Trunk has completed its 
now short-lino via Durand, aud unless the 
difficulties which have arisen can ho smoothed 
over, which is hardly probable, tlio Grand 
Trunk will send its business over its own lino 
to Chicago and the west.
